until they thought he was 
dead.

They burled him alive. 
A few days ago a well to do Christian 
came to Tslngtau 
to have Dr. 
John- 
son dress his

three months ago.

was In their hands nine days and was 
most cruelly tortured. 
For nine days 
his hands 
were 
tied 
behind 
his 
bacic 
to a post 
tied so tightly that even yet 
one wrist Is useless, the ligaments hav- 
ing been severely strained.

ing tied up he was shot 
In the arm, 
beaten 
till two ribs were broken, cut 
across his arms and bunds with knives, 
and thrust 
in the leg with n 
spenr. 
This last wound

Several times 
his 
tormentors 
untied this man 
for

hour or two thinking he was dead, but,

that he squeals, and

tempts to lay the burden of his wrong- 
doing upon 
the shoulders 
of 
others. 
The expert criminal, and paitlcularly 
the 
confidence 
man, 
is an adept 
at 
evading 
the 
lesponslblllty 
or 
his 
crimes, and It Is seldom that the vic- 
tim, knowing the publicity that' 
nec- 
essarily 
comes 
from such an episode, 
lias the moral courage to expose 
the 
man 
who 
has 
buncoed 
him, 
and his 
methods. 
Hut Allen, 
alias "Huid," 
or "Hurt,' 
reckoned without his host 
when 
he 
tackled 
Colonel Bean last Wednesday 
night and lelleved him 
of his money. 
Not 
only 
did 
he succeed 
In 
getting 
possession of the gold pieces 
by tricks 
of 
the cards, 
but when 
he 
had his 
victim under the inlluence of 
liquor,

hand In Colonel Bean's pocket,

and smooth talk of the wily Allen. 
One Beckley, 
who claims to be the

criminal work, 
ho fitted up the Interior 
to meet the demands of his nefarious

every way ho prepared for a harvest 
that he evidently had icason 
to feel

His wife was used to decorate

hide of a man's nature. 
Costly wines 
wero obtained, and 
ex- 
pensive suppers planned, for Allen

is in many ways badly In need 
of 
re- 
pairs. 
Several 
of the tubes

boilers had burned out and were leak- 
ing badly. 
This was the case not lone 
after the vessel had left Manila, but 
It was thought that she would 
be able 
to make the trip to 
San 
Francisco 
without 
undergoing any 
repairs, 
but 
shortly after the transport 
had passed 
north 
of Honolulu, it was deemed 
ad- 
visable not to risk going any further 
without first having her boilers attend- 
ed 
to. 
So the Warren put back and 
came to Honolulu. 
When she was sighted yesterday 
she 
was mistaken 
for the Solace, and was 
reported as such. 
There was a great 
crowd on the wharf 
to see her come 
in, and all kinds of 
rumors 
spread 
around 
town 
as to thb cause 
of her 
unexpected coming. 
She new the quarantine

Stars and Stripes were at

when she entered port. 
This, together 
with the usual caution exercised in the 
matter
